Egypt: Strong

British Protest 
STRONGLY-WORDED protest 
against the continuance of 
Stacks on British soldiers in 
Eevpt has been forwarded vy 
the British Government to the 
Egyptian Government in Cairo 
during the past 24 hours. accord- 
ing to authoritative sources in 
London. 
1 Note will have no effect on 
treaty negotiations. No reply 
ha yet been received from the 
Egyptian Government. 


Gen. Joseph NeNarney, U.S. 
C.-in-C. in Germany, taking 
the first major step towards 
the union of at least the 
British and American zones of 
occupation, today laid before 
his British, Russian and 
French colleagues on the 
Allied Control Council pro- 
posals for zonal fusion to 
avert “creeping economic 
paralysis.” 

But in face of Soviet opposi- 
tion, the Council ended in com- 
plete failure to agree, even on the 
terms of the communiqué. 

General McNarney emphasised 
that the U.S. Government will 
make every effort to break the 
existing deadlock over the treat- 
ment of Germany as an economic 
unit. 

The Russian attitude made it 
clear, however, that at the best 
there can be economic unity only 
in the western zones. 

The two chiet British adminis- 
trative officers, Lt.-Gen. Sir Brian 
Robertson, deputy military 
governor, and Sir William Strang, 
political adviser, have flown to 
London for discussions on the 
subject. 

A high U.S. Military Govern- 
ment source said that talks 
between the British and Ameri- 
cans were expected to begin “ very 
soon,” and it is believed that Gen. 
McNarney’s offer heralded a 
showdown.—B.U.P. and Reuter. 


Rates Changes

RECASTING sweeping

Many of the millions involved 
in this great five-year plan will 
be spent in equipping it with 
scientific marvels unearthed by 
the “backroom boys” during 
the war and since improved. 
These will include enormous 

wind-tunnels, specially-constructed 
engine test-beds for altitude trials, 
expensive apparatus for structural 
investigations. and the installa- 
tion of much other priceless plant 
now on the secret list. 

Finally, when the blue-prints 
have become bricks and mortar. 
concrete and steel, and when the 
last houses and hangars have gone 
up, will come between 5,000 and 
10,000 technicians, test pilots. lab. 
assistants, scientists. engineers, 
doctors, and clerical and domestic 
staff 

“We are going all-out to main- 
tain our war-time leadership in 
air research,” said a man closely 
connected with the scheme.

NORTHAMPTON.—Shop assist- 
ants said that women went “ abso- 
lutely mad” and bought six times 
their normal week-end supply.
